HALES (John) one of the moft judi- 
cious and moft learned Divines of tKe 
Church of England, and in fuch efteem that 
his name is ieldom itiention'd without the 
Epithet of ever-memorable. " (a) He was a g^wiS 
u younger fon of Job.

pany at Eton as well as at the Vniver- 
fity. 

Mr. Hales had not only a great penetra- 
tion and a clear and folid judgment, but 
lov'd Truth with an upright and fincerc 
Heart. Thefe qualities made him eafily 
diftinguifh what is effential to Religion, 
from what is but accidental or even quite 
foreign to it. And as he was the bed: na- 
tural Man and the moft companionate, it 
grievM him to fee how Chriftians were di- 
vided among themfelves, and how moft of 
them did hate and perfecute one another 
for bare Speculations : and he us'd to ex** 
. prefs himlelf thereupon with the freedom 
common to all thofe who feek after nothing 
but the Truth, and with a franknefe that 
f was peculiar to him. But the Defire he 

fliew'd to have Religion freed from what 
Men have thruft in of their own, and reduced 
to its primitive purity and fimplicity, drew 
upon him the imputation of being a Socinian.

that the Confuhftantiation of the Lutherans, and the 
real (tho* fpiritual) manducation of Cbrift's Body of 
the Calvinifts, is not much more reafooable and true 
than Tranfubftantiatioo ; and that the Dodrine of 
fome Proteftants touching Original Sin and Predeftina* 
tion tends to deftroy true Piety, and to eftablifh the 
iNeeeflity of Confeffion, Abfolution, &c„ 

No wonder this Book fhould contain, as the Puritans 
faid according to Mr. Wood, fundry Stcinian Prints, 
fince the Author of it was in fa& a SocinUn* Mr.

And indeed whoever knows the Nature of Man, will 
not think it probable that a perfon of Mr. Hales 5 
Judgment, Learning, and Impartiality ; being already 
54 Years old 5 could in a few hours Converfation ac- 
count falle and heretical a Do&rine which he had al- 
ways look'd upon as an tflential part of his Religion ; 
a Dodtrine that muft have been the frequent Objedfc 
of his Inquiry and Meditation; and that had been fo- 
lemnly profefled and niaintained by fome of the great- 
eft Men of the Church of England, then living. 

Thefeand the like Confiderations would befuffici- 
ent ta confute Dr. Heylyn s Aflertions. But we may 
carry this point further, and bring it to a Demonftra- 
tion, by plain matter of Fact. We have the Letter, . 
which Mr. Hales writ to Archbifhop Laud," to vindicate .

And this is the Perfon, who is reprefented by Dr. 
Heylyn as a Sophifter, that was ferreted from one hole to 
another, till there was none left to afford him any farther 
Jhelter ; and who in fame hours Converfacion could be 
brought to change his Opinions, and put on a new fee 
of Ideas! 

The Dr's. Narrative (hews plainly, that he knew no- 
thing of Mr. Hales's apologetical Letter to the Archbi- 
fhop ; no more than of what pais'd afrerwards between 
them. He (ays they both came in from the Garden 
high coloured, and almeji panting for want of breath j and 
from thence lie infers, that there had been fome heats be- 
tween them not then fully cootd : but as to the fubjedk of 
their Difcourfe, and the occalion oithok heats, he leaves 
as quite in the dark. He adds, that Mr. Hales told 
him, he had been ferreted by the Arcfibiftiop from one hole 
to another, till there was none left to afford him any farther 
Jhelter : but doth not fay what he had been ferreted 
about. In fhorc : the Dr., according to his own Ac- 
count, was perfectly ignorant of what was debated in 
the Conversation Mr. Hales had with the Archbifliop; 
tho' the knowledge of it fliould have been the ground 
and foundation of his Affertions. 
It would, I think, be needlefi to enter upon a more par- 
ticular Examination of Dr. HeylynY Narrative : all that 
Can further be faid on it, amounting only to Conjectures. 
I will not prefume to affirm that the Dr. hath invented 
this whole Account, to ferve fome purpofe ; as for 
inftance, to discredit Mr. Hales, and hinder his T'a&if 
Sihifm from having that influence, which fp mafterly a

Work of fo great and good a man would naturally have 
upon the minds of all Readers,to prevent their fubmitting 
to fome Opinions the Dr. was fond of. We have feeti 
the uie Dr. Stillingfleetf has made of it in his Irenicum, 
publiftied two years before the death of Dr. Heylyn. 
But allowing the Dr's Narrative to be grounded upon 
fome real fadt, who can tell how far he may have mif- 
reprefented that fa&,either by too ftrong a prepofleffion ; 
or by wane of memory? Might he not fix upon Mr.Hales's 
words a meaning different from his, or even contrary to 
it ? Dr. HeylynV humour and way of thinking was fo 
different from that of our Author, that what was a Jeft 
or a Banter to one, might eafily appear grave and feri- 
ous to the other. And fince Mr. Hales did, without 
doubt, perfectly know the Dr's Temper and Opinions, 
why might he not have made himfelf merry with him ; 
being naturally gay and jocofe ; and have fpoken in mere 
jeft, what he took in good earneft ? Certainty if fome of 
the expreffions which the Dr. fays Mr. Hales ufed to 
him, were Mr. Hales's own words, we can hardly confi- 
der them otherwife than as a Banter : for tbey would be 
moft abfurd, and contrary to Mr. Hales's Principles 
and Conduct, if taken in a ferious and literal fence. 
He told me afterwards, fays Dr. Heylyn, that he was 
NQfV refolved to be Orthodox. If we fuppofe this to 
have been fpoken in earneft by Mr. Hales, it will follow, 
that he was then fenfible that before his Converfation 
with the Archbifliop, he had been a Heretic\ y burwould 
NOW be Orthodox ; and believ'd that, the taking a re- 
Jolution to be Orthodox, was enough to make one Ortho- 
dox : than which nothing can be more ridiculous. The 
very word ORTHODOX, as there us'd, doth not 
fuit with Mr. Hales's ftyle: but is exadtly agree- 
able to Dr. Heylyn's notions and way of writing.

The other, is contaiu'd in this expreflion, chat the 
Dijfenters claim him for their own , which ieems to me 
very ambiguous ; for I prefume Dr. Walker reckons ic 
no fault, -in any perfon chat the Diffenters claim him 
for their own, if they claim him wrongfully, and 
therefore I underftand him to mean that the Diffenters 
juftly claini him for their own: which I appreherid 
muft imply, either that he was a Diffenter ; or that he 
held Opinions which juftifie them in their Diflention 
and Separation.

Walker averrs that he direBly affirms it $ and would 
make his Reader believe, that thefe words, recanted. 
See. are Dr. Heylyn's own words, by printing them 
in Icalick. 

As to the Anfwer Mr. Hales made to a Friend of 
bis concerning Calvin's Inftitutions i which Dr. Wal- 
ker brings in as being to the fame purpofi; it doth 
not appear to be any thing at all to that purpofe. For 
thereby he pretends, I fuppofe, to (hew, that Mr* 
Hales was wholly come off from the refpe& and veneration 
he had once for Calvin $ and confequently was no 
longer a favourer of the Presbyterians. But our Au- 
thor's Anfwer {hews only that he did in refpc& to 
Calvin, what the Calvinifts themfelves muft do, if 
they a& confidently to their Principles .- that is, read 
the Institutions of Calvin in their younger days to inform, 
tbemfehesy or to fee how that great Man underftands 
and explains the Scripture ; and when they are come 
to riper years, and have a more mature judgment, 
read again his Inftitutions to reform him, or to examine 
what he fays, and approve or condemn it, according 
as it appears to them agreeable or difagreeablc to the 
fence of the Scripture. For the reft, this fecotid rea- 
ding of Calvin's Inftitutions feems to imply that Mr. 1 
Hales had a particular efteem for that Book; tho* 
w he might diflike fcveral Opinions contain d in it :

Brine and Difcipline; That to this end lie bad ob^ 
rained Leave to call himfelf his Graces Chaplain, 
that naming him in his publrck Prayers for his 
Lord and Patron, the greater notice might be taken 
of the Alteration. Life of Laud, p. 340. After this, 
adds Dr. Walker, any one mufi be devoid of Commop 
Senfe, as well as of Shame and Modefty, who can pre~ 
tend to claim' this great Man for the Patron of our Mo- 
dern Diflenters and Latitudinarians. 

The manner in which Mr, Marvel treats this Story and 
Dr. Heylyn the Author of it, arid theOMervationfrl 
have made ; will ? Fbelieve, be thought faffident proofs 
that Dr. Heylyn's Teftimony is not beyond aS Exception, 
as Dr. Walker would have It. And as to the inference 
he draws afterwards, I muft confefs, that it Would be 
plealant enough, jq fee our Modern Diffenters claim for 
their Patron, a Divine of the Church vf England, who 
heing born and bred in her Communion, never for- 
fook it, but did always firmly adhere to it. For how 
can they pretend to his Patronage, whilft they feparate 
from his Church, and thereby fhew that theif^pradfcice 
and principles are contrary to his ? But if our Modern 
Diffenters could find in Mr. Hales's Works, (in his 
Iraft of Schifm, for inftancej, fome Pofitions which 
they think do favour their Caufe ; it is no wonder they 
ftiould take an advantage of it. And if that were the 
true cafe, I fhould think, they might claim this great 
Man for their Patron, in thofe particular Pofitions, with- 
out being, as Dr. Walker phrafes ir, devoid of Common 
Senfe, as well as of Shame and Modefty. The Concefiions 
of the Adverfary, or thofe who write on his fide, are 
us'd by all Difputants, as Arguments ad hominem. But 
then the Diffenters cannot ufe them on rj^is occafion,

Nor is their citing Mr. Hsies as making for them, 
' any proof of Dr. Walker's imputation of his having 
teen a Di flitter, or a Favomer of Diflenters : for he is 
xefponfible, not for the ufe people pretend to make of 
his Poficions; but for the truth and importance of 
them, as they are in tbemfelves. There is no danger 
that true Fofitions* tho' cited -inJfavour of thofe that 
^re in the wrong, will ever fupport or countenance 
their Errors. It is poflible indeed* that they may be 
iuccefsfully apply 'd in anfwer to falfe Arguments, which 
may happen to be advanced on the fide of Truth. But 
this is no prejudice to the Truth it felf ; nor any blc- 
niifh to the Author, from whofa thofe Fofitions are 
Jttrrow'd. The only perfon to be blamed in this cafe, 
is he, who by defending Truth unskilfully, expofes 
himfelf to be attack'd from Poficions of undoubted 
4 Truth. 

Dr. Walker bath not pointed out any of Mr. Hales s 
falfe Fofitions $ nor indeed told us what Poficions of 
his the Oiflenters uiajce ufe of. And the Truth is, our 
Author's Principles are (b far from being intended to 
favour xhe Difienrers, that they are not calculated for 
fmy particular Se& or Communion of Chriftians :

Men of the Church of England have thought, and no 
doubt but others of them now think, that thofe very 
Principles condemn the J>iffcnters. If the Diflenters 
cite them lijcewife, nothing can be fiud more to 
their advantage, than that contending Parties, agree 
to them as Rules and Maxims, thb* they differ 
in the application of them: which is a property only 
attending certain and undoubted Truths. 

V. This Story of Mr. Haless having been a Here- 
tick and afterwards conferred to the Church of Eng- 
land, may, in fome meafure, be indulged in the po- 
lemical Writings of Divines, where paflion, zeal, or 
prepoifeffidn do often carry the fway : and it is not to 
be wondred at in fucfa Compilations of fads, layings, 
and conjedures, as Mr. Wood's Atbena Qxomenfis, and 
Dr. Walker's Ejfay ttnonrds *n Attempt, &c. But it 
would be impardonable in an historical Work, intend? 
ed for univerfal information, which ought to be writ- 
ten with a fedate, difinterefted, unbiafs'd mind. Nor 
is it enough for an Hiftorian, to be a faithful recorder 
of fncfa fads as occur to him : he muft ad the pan of 
a Cririck; be exad in the choice of his Authors; Se- 
vere in examining the materials with which they fur. 
nidi him; and judicious in his refledions and infer* 
rences. I was therefore not a little furpriz'd to find 
this Tale (concerning Mr. Hales) in a late Hiflory of 
England, Written by Mr. Laurence Ecburd, Arch-deacon 
of StoWe.
